in West Point Speech 
RESIDENT WILSON in his 
P speech at West Point toda 
defined militarism as fol- 
lows: 

‘“‘Militarism does not consist in 
the existence of an army, not - 
even in the existence of a very 
great army. Militarism is a 
spirit. It is a point of view. It 
is a system. It is a purpose. 
The purpose of militarism is to 

_ wse armies for aggression. The 
spirit of militarism is the oppo- 
site of the civilian spirit—the 
citizen spirit. 

‘In a country where militar- 
ism prevails, the military man 
looks down upon the civilian, re- 
gards him as inferior, thinks of 
him as intended for his (the mil- 
itary man’s) support and use; 

and just so long as America is 
America that spirit and point of 
view is impossible with us. There 
is as yet in this country so far 
as I can discover, no taint of the 
spirit of militarism.” 


‘ WEST POINT, N. Y., June 13.—‘“My 
conception of America is a conception 
of infinite dignity, along with quiet, un- 
questionable power,’’ said President Wil- 
son here today in addressing the gradu- 
ating class at the military academy. 

“I do not believe that any of us loves 
a blustering nationality,"’ said the Pres- 
ident; “a nationality with a chip on its 
shoulder, a nationality with {its elbows 
out and its swagger on. We love that 
quiet, self-respecting, unconquerable 
spirit which does not strike until it is 
necessary to strike and then strikes tu 
conquer. Never since I was a youngster 
have I been afraid of the noisy man. 
I have always been afraid of the still 
man. I have always been afraid of the 
quiet man.” 

The President declared it was the 
present imperative duty of the United 
States to be prepared, adding: ‘‘Man- 
kind is going to know that when Amer- 
| ica speaks she means. what she says.” 

Hughes’ Statement Followed. 

The President's address ran through 
almost the entire list of\ subjects dis- 
cussed by former Justice Hughes in his 
telegram accepting the Republican nom- 
ination and he declared that the United 
States is ready to join with other na- 
tions to see that the kind of justice 
tt believes in is given. 

The President's speech was fre: 
quently interrupted by applause and 
he was cheered as he gonctuded. 


Text Speech. 

The ee ag B the President's speech 
is as follows: 

“I look upon this body of men who 
are graduating today with a peculiar 
interest. I feel like congratulating 
them that they are living in a day 
not only so _ interesting because 
fraught with change, but also be- 
cause so responsible. Days of re- 
sponsibility are the only days that 
count in time, because they are the 
only days that give test of quality. 
They are-the only days when man- 
hood and purpose is tried out as if 
by fire. 

“T need not tell you young gentlemen 
that you are not like an ordinary grad- 
uating class of one of our universities. 
The men in those classes look forward 
to the life which they are to lead after 
Sraduation with a great many ques- 
tions In their mind. Most of them do 
not know exactly what their Hves are 
going to develop into. Some of them do 
not know what occupations they are 
going to follow. All of them are con- 
jJecturing what will be the line of duty 
and advancement and the ultimate goa! 
of success for them. 

“There is no conjecture for you. You 
have enlisted in something that doe 
not stop when you leave the academy, 
for you then only begin to realize it, | 
which only -then begins to be filled 
with the full richness of its meaning, 
and you can look forward with abso- 
lute certainty to the sort of thing that 
you will be obliged to do.

AMERIGAN TROOPS 
ROUT BIGGEST VILLA 
BAND IN CHIHUAHUA 


Force of 25 Surprised in Can- 
yon; Three Killed in Dash- 
ing Running Fight. 


FIELD HEADQUARTERS, GEN, 
PERSHING, June 13, via radio to 
Columbus, N. M., June 13.—The fin- 
ishing blow was given the largest 
surviving band of Villa followers in 
Chihuahua at daylight, June 9, by 20 
men of the Thirteenth United States 
Cavalry under Capt. Otto W. Ret- 
horst in a dashing fight in a canyon 
20 miles north of Santa Clara, near 
here. The Americans were unhurt. 
The Americans routed 25 Villa ban- 
dits, killing three, wounding several 
and caputring all their horses and 
saddles, sdme rifles and several 
thousand rounds of ammunition. 

A night ride brought the Americans 
into the canyon at daybreak. Rush- 
ing at a gallop they rounded a turn 
within 200 yards of where the ban- 
dits were encamped in a grove. It 
was a complete surprise. There was 
a headlong rush among the Villa 
followers who, half-clad, grabbed 
rifles and fought from behind trees. 
The Americans dismounted anu 
within three minutes had routed the 


and fled to the mountains. For four 
hours the Americans continued the 
pursuit, climbing over the mountains 
afoot and fighting from the shelter 
of rocks. Several Mexicans were shot 
but neither their bodies nor the 
wounded were found. 

Returning to the Mexican bivouac 
‘the Americans added the bandits 
breakfast to their own repast. The 
bandite had only beef and coffee. 
This band is said to have been the 
largest surviving remnant of the 
force of Candelaira Cervantes, who 
was killed three weeks ago in a 
brush with Americans, regarded as 
the most important accomplishment 
of the campaign.

HUGHES REPEATS 
THAT Te STANDS 
OR AMERICANISM 


Anybody Supporting Me Is Sup- 
porting Out-and-Out Ameri- 
can Policy, He Says. 


NEW YORK, June 13.—Charles E.' 
Hughes, in response to questions put to 
him today by newspaper men in regard: 
to his attitude toward the support of-: 


fered him by the German-Americans, 
said it was “‘one of undiluted Ameri- 
canism.”’ 

“And I stated my position very clear- 
ly,”” the Republican presidential candi- 
date said, ‘in my telegram to the con- 
vention. My attitude is one or undi- 
luted Americanism and anybody that 
supports me is supporting an out-and- 
out American and an out-and-out Amer- 
ican policy, positively nothing else.’’ 

Undiluted Americanism. 

Mr. Hughes dictated his statement on 
“undiluted Americanism” in response to 
repeated requests of interviewers and 
in the face of his previously announced 
determination to say nothing further on 
the issues of the day until his formal 
notification of nomination. He met the 
correspondents by appointment and aft- 
er discussing his plans informally for a 
few minutes, dictated the statement. 

It was the only statement he made 
during his talk with newspaper men 
that he would permit to go out as au- 
thorized by him. 

At the same time, it was made clear 
to callers, that the nominee had used 
what he thought was the most em- 
phatic language he could have used on 
this subject in his telegram last Satur- 
day to Chairman Harding of the Re- 
publican national convention. Leaders 
at the Hughes headquarters were gen- 
uinely surprised that doubt should have 
remained as to the nominee's attitude 
on this point. 

Mr. Hughes, it was said, intends to 
meet this doubt, now that it has been 
raised, in a manner which he believes 
will clear it up and place him in a light 
which cannot possibly be misunder- 
stood. It will be a long. campaign and 
a strenuous campaign, according to the 
present outlook at headquarters, and 
there will be ample opportunity, it is 
felt, between now and November to go 
into detail on every issue before the 
American people. This the nominee in- 
tends to do, headquarters leaders an- 
nounced. 

Spech-Making Tours. 

The nominee, they said, probably wil! 
start early on his speechmaking tours.

AT ROOM RATES 


Hundred Placed in Every Open 
Space and Demand for Them 
‘Js Great. 


St. Louis was occupied last night, and 
late arrivals who kad failed to reserve 
accommodations had to sleep on cots 
placed-in hallways, sample rooms, din- 
ing rooms, and even in the basements 
in some instances. 

Various prices were charged, but the 
average visitor found that he had to 
pay as much for sleeping room as he 
formerly was charged for room with 
private bath In the same hotel. 
Fourteen hundred cots were installed 
in the sample rooms and mezzanine 
floor of the Planters Hotel. Two dol- 
lars and a half was the charge for 
them. The American Annex charged $2 
for cots placed in the big ballroom on 
the eleventh floor. One dollar was 
charged at the American where the cots 
were placed on.the mezzanine floor. 
Where one was near a bath, 8 cents 
extra was charged. 

Cots were placed in the basement, 
dining room and ballroom at the Ma- 
jestic, and in some cases six persons 
slept in one small bedroom. Three hun- 
dred cots were placed in the Jefferson 
Hotel, and several hundred In both the 
Maryland and Marquette. At the latter 
the parlors were turned into dormitories 
for. the night. 

Each hotel management is pledged 
not to charge above a certain fixed 
price for a room, but this is not held 
by the management fo be applicable to 
cots.

in which women are not given any 
voice in elections. Missouri is among 
these states. In the foreground are 
women representing nations which 
have recognized womens’ rights. The 
figure of Liberty, standing at ‘the 
top, crowns the galaxy of states.

part. There is nothing that the United 
States wants that it has to get by war, 
but there are a great many things that 
the United States has to do. It has to 
see that its life is not interfered with 
by anybody else who wants to do some- 
thing. 
Imperative Duty .to Prepare. 

“These are the days when we are 
making preparation, when the thing 
most commonly discussed around every 
sort of table, in every sort of circle, 
in the shops and in the streets, is pre- 
paredness and undoubtedly, gentlemen, 
that is the present imperative duty of 
America, to be prepared. But we ought 
to know what we are preparing for. 

‘‘Now what we are preparing to do is 
to see that being safe itself against in- 
terference from the outside, all of our 
force is going to be behind its moral 
idea and mankind is going to know that 
when America speaks she means what 
she says. We are not in for anything 
selfish and we want the whole mighty 
power of America thrown into that scale 
and not into any other. 


**‘You know that the chief thing that 
ia holding many people back from en- 
thusiasms, from what is called pre- 
paredness is the fear of militarism. I 
want to say a word to you young gen- 
tlemen, about militarism. You're not a 
militarist because you are military. Mil- 
itarism does not consist in the existence 
of an army, not even in the existence 
of a very great army. Millitarism is a 
spirit. It.is a point of view. It is a 
system, It is a purpose. The purpose of 
militarism is to use armies for aggres- 
sion. The spirit of militarism is the 
opposite of the civilian spirit—the citizen 
spirit. 

Militarism Impossible in U,. 5S. 

‘In a country where militarism pre- 
vails, the military man looks down upon 
the civilian, regards him as inferior, 
thinks of him as intended for his, the 
military man’s, support and use; and 
just so long as America is America tha 
spirit and point of view is impossible 
with us. There is as yet in this country 
so far as I can discover, no taint of the 
spirit of militarism. 

“You young gentlemen are picked out 
from the citizens of the United States 
to be that part of the force of the Unit- 
ed States which makes its policy safe 
against interference. You are the part 
of American citizens who say to those 
who would interfere: “You must not’ and 
‘You shall not.’ But you are American 
citizens and the idea I want to leave 
with you boys today is this: 

“No matter what comes always re- 
member that first of all you are citizens 
of the United States before you are of- 
ficers, and that you are officers because 
you represent in your profession what 
the citizenship of the United States 
stands for. There is no danger of mili- 
tarism, if you are genuine Americans, 
and I for one do not doubt that you are. 
When you begin to have the militaristic 
spirit—not the military spirit, that is all 
right—then begin to doubt whether you 
are Americans or not. 

.. Ofvil Power Superior. 

“You know that one thing in which 
our forefathers took pride was this, that 
the civil power is superior to the mil- 
tary power in the United States. Once 
and again the people of the United 
States have so admired some great mili- 
tary man as to make him President of 
the United States, when he became Com- 


in Chief because he was President, not

mender in Chief of all the forces of the 
United States, but he was Commander} 


and his authority was civil, not military. 
I can teach you nothing of military 
power, but I am instructed by the Con- 
stitution to appoint you for constitu- 
tional and patriotic purposes. And that 
is the only use you care to be put to. 

“We have drawn our people, as you 
know, from all parts of the world and 
|we have been somewhat disturbed re- 
cently, gentlemen, because some of those 
—though I believe a very small number— 
whom we have drawn into our citizen- 
ship have not taken into their hearts 
the spirit of America and have loved 
other countries more than they loved 
the country of their adoption. 


Defines Americanism. 

“We have talked a great deal about 
Americanism. It ought to be a mat- 
ter of pride with us to know what 
Americanism really consists in. Amer- 
icanism. consists in utterly believing in 
the princtples of America and putting 
them first as above anything that might 
by chance come into competition with 
it. And I for my part believe that the 
American test is a spiritual test. If a 
man has to make excuses for what he 
hag done as an American I doubt his 
Americanism. He ought to know at ev- 
ery step of his action that the motive 
that lies behind what he does is a mio- 
tive which no American need be 
ashamed of for a moment. Now we 
ought to put this test to every man we 
know. 

‘We ought to let it be known that no- 
body that does not put America first 
can concert with us. But we ought to 
set them the example. We ought to 
set them the example by thinking Amer- 
ican thoughts, by entertaining American 
purposes, and those thought and pur- 
poses will stand the test of example 
anywhere in the world, for they are in- 
tended for the betterment of mankind. 

‘You have heard of the Monroe Doc- 
trine, gentlemen. You know that we 
are already spiritual partners with 
both continents of this hemisphere and 
that America, means something which 
is bigger even than the United States, 
and that we stand here with the glori- 
ous power of this country ready to 
swing it out into the field of action 
whenever liberty and independence and 
political integrity are threatened any- 
where in the western hemisphere. 

“And we are ready—nobody has au- 
thorized me to say this, but I am sure 
of it—we are ready to join with the 
other nations of the world in seeing 
that the kind of justice prevails any- 
where that we believe in. 


Afraid of Quiet Man. 

“T am an American, but I do not be- 
lieve that any of us loves a blustering 
nationality, a nationality with a chip 
on its shoulder, a nationality with its 
elbows out and its swagger on. We love 
that quiet, self-respecting unconquerable 
spirit which does not strike until {ft is 
necessary to strike and then strikes to 
conquer. Never since I was a youngster 
have I been afraid of the noisy man. I 
have always been afraid of. the still 
man. I have always been afraid of the 
quiet man. My conception of America 
is a conception of infinite dignity, along 
with quiet, unquestionable power. I ask 
you. young gentlemen to join with me 
in that conception and let us all in our 
several spheres be soldiers together to 
realize it."

That He Stands 
for Americanisin

Hughes confers with a subcommittee of 
the National Committee. 

Indications today that Mr. 
Hughes would remain in New York un- 
til he begins his speech-making tours, 
with the exception of his contemplated 


visit to Brown University next week. 

Oscar S. Straus, former candidate for 
Governor of New York on the Progress- 
ive ticket, sent “a telegram to Mr. 
Hughes today pledging his support. 

Republican leaders and personal ana 
political friends continued to call upon 
the nominee today at his temporary 
headquarters in the Hotel Astor here, 
to congratulate him on his nomination 
and to confer on arrangements for the 
campaign. 

One of the men expected to call today 
is former United States Senator W. 
Murray Crane of Dalton, Mass., member 
of the subcommittee, to arrange a date 
and place for the official notification to 
Mr. Hughes of his nomination. It was 
reported. that Crane also would discuss 
with Mr. Hughes the selection of a 
chairman of the Republican National 
Committee. 

One of the first developments of to- 
day at Mr. Hughes’ headquarters was 
an announcement by La Fayette B. 
Gleason, secretary of the Republican na- 
tional convention and also of the New 
York State Republican Committee, which 
indicated that it will be several days 
yet before any decision is reached on 
the question of the man who is to suc- 
ceed Charles D. Hilles as chairman of 
the Republican National Committee. 
Gleason said that a subcommittee of 
the National Committee would, in a few 
days, call upon the nominee to discuss 
the subject. 

Another development was the an- 
nouncement from the candidate’s head- 
quarters that moving pictures would be 
omployed to aid his campaign. It is 
} planned to throw on the screen through- 
out the country pictures of Mr. Hughes, 
“in order that the people may again 
become familiar with Charles E. Hughes 
because he has for so long a time been 
virtually out of public life.” The 
screens will also display important pas- 
sages from Mr. Hughes’ telegram to the 
national convention accepting the nomi- 
nation. 

Mr. Hughes expects to remain here 
until Wednesday, when he will go to 
Providence, R. I., to attend the com- 
mencement exercises of Brown Univer- 
sity, from which he was graduated.

Suggests Platform Should Be So 
Written as to Attract Pro- 
gressives. 


William J. Bryan, three-time nominee 
of the Democratic party for the ;resi- 
dency, arrived in St. Louis this morn- 
tng to attend the Democratic :ational 
convention, which opens at the Coll- 
geum tomorrow noon. He is without 
official standing in the convention, hav- 
ing been defeated for a delegateship in 
the Nebraska primaries, and he i: to 
sit in the press section as a special 
writer for the Post-Dispatch and the 
New York World. 

At the Hotel Jefferson Bryan met 
his wife and his brother, Charles Bry- 
an. To a Post-Dispatch reporter he an- 
nounced: ‘i have come here absolutely 
without plans. I came first as a Demo- 
crat to attend the convention and, sec- 
ondly, to report the convention.” 

Bryan gave out a statement setting 
forth the view that the Democratic 
party would have an exceptional oppor- 
tunity to win the Progressive party 
vote. Ag the nominees of the De-no- 
cratic convention seem to be deter- 
mined upon, this would have to be done 
by the planks in the platform. Bryan 
did not suggest what planks should be 
placed in the platform for this purpose. 

Does Not Favor Dry Plank. 

When he was asked whether he + uld 
appear before the Resolutions Commit- 
tee to urge a prohibition plank, as some 
of the Nebraska delegates have said 
he would do, he replied: 

“I think it would be very unwise for 
the party to put a prohibition plank in 
the platform."’ 

He went on to say that the “‘brewery 
delegates” from Nebraska had no right 
to speak for him. “I was defeated for 
delegate by the liquor interests of Ne- 
braska,” he said, “because I favored 
prohibition in that State, and in cpite 
of the fact that I had stated, on sev- 
eral occasions, and had published in my 
paper that I did not think it was wise 
for the Democratic national convention 
to put a prohibition plank into its plat- 
form.’’ 

Bryan said he much preferred to at- 
tend the convention as a private citi- 
zen, rather than to be a delegate rep- 
resenting “‘the most conscienceless group 
of sordid men that have ever tried to 
corrupt American politics.”’ ; 

“I am proud to be agiinst them,” he 
said, “and I am proud to have their 
‘opposition. 

He said a number of the Nebraska 
delegates were his friends -.nd that some 
of these, though not  prohibitionists, 
would not take orders from the l'qtor 
interests. Of the others, he said, ‘“‘the 
hollowness of the pretense that they are 
friends of Mr. Wilson is shown by the 
fact that 9000 of their support—en. ugh 
to swing the election—voted for an un- 
known liverystable man in Western Ne- 
braska, over Mr. Wilson, for présiden- 
tial preference.” 

In speaking of the possibility of win- 
ning the Progressive party vote, he re- 
ferred to the Bull Moose following as 
“sheep without a shepherd.” 

Chance to Win Progressives. 

“This is a Democratic opportunity,”’ 
said Bryan. “The Repsbiicans have 
acted and the Democrau-.can now take 
an account of stock. ‘ihe situation 
could hardly be better from a Demo- 
cratic standpoint. If the two branches 
of the Republican party had t¢onferred 
in a spirit of friendship and come to- 
gether on a compromise ticket they 
might have made a strong fight, but, 
instead of that, the regular Republic- 
ans were merciless. They showed no 
respect whatever for the wishes or 
feelings of the Progressives. The old 
guard was in control, and a Repub- 
lican victory would restore to power 
those who represent the plans and pur- 
poses of the plutocratic element. 

“The Republican party makes its ap- 
peal to the standpat element of the 
country only. The Progressives are 
disappointed and disheartened by 
| Roosevelt's refusal to run. 

“They are sheep without a shepherd. 
They are heart-reformed. They are 
open to Democratic appeal. 
cratic party’s opportunity is here. It 
can and should appeal to the Progres- 
sives. The President's splendid refofm 
work and the party's record combine to 
give strength to this appeal.” 

Many correspondents called upon 
Mr. Bryan, and to all he pointed out 
what he considered the great un- 
fairness of any hypothetical question, 
such as “What will you do if you are 
invited to make a speech in the con- 
vention?” He refused to answer any 
such queries. 

“I am writing the daily stories of 
thtse sessions,” he said, ‘and if I get 
anything good, or if I have any ideas 
or impressions which are important, 
I will put them in my stories, which 
will appear in the Post-Dispatch. 
Anything else I may have, I am will- 
ing to give to anybody,” and he 
smiled broadly.

PAPAL FLAG IS TO FLY AT SEA 


Wlll Protect New Nuncie on Way to 
Brussels. 

ROME, June 13—The white and yel- 
low papal flag ig to wave for the first 
time on the ocean, according to a report 
in circulation here. Monsignor Loca- 
telli, the papal internuncio at Buenos 
Aires. having been transferred to 
Brussels, where he will be nuncio, de- 
siiring to insure his safety while at 
sea has chartered a steamer which 
will be called the “‘Nuncius” and will 
carry the papal colors as those of a 
neutral Power. 

The last ship which flew the papal 
colors was the brig Maria Immacolata, 
which lay in the harbor at Civita 
Vecchia, 37 miles northeast of Reme, 
in September, 1870, when the Italians 
took Rome. The brig, however, had 
never gone out into the Mediterranean 
flying the a colors.

Point Ten Miles from Capi- 
tal of Bukowina Falls— 
Germans, on Offensive on 
Northern Front, Reported 
Repulsed. 


British Begin Movement 
Against German Positions 
Near Ypres—French Yield 
Ground Near Douaumont. 


Allied Fleet Bombards Bul- 
garian Coast — Greece 
Completes Demobilization 
of Her Army. 


PETROGRAD, June 13.—A rumur is in 
circulation ‘here that the Russians have 
occupied Czernowitz, capital of the Aus- 
trian crownland of Bukowina. The ru- 
mor lacks official confirmation, but .t 
has been given color by the capture of 
Dobronovtze, a commanding point 10 
miles to the northeast. The Russian 
line here extends to Okna. From both 
these points good roads lead direct ‘o 
Czernowitz, and, according to military 
authorities, they are the only points in 
this direction capable of defense. 

A telegram received from Bucharest, 
Rumania, says the Austrian army has 
evacuated Czernowitz and moved to a 
line four miles to the west. 

The continued successes of the Rus- 
sians recorded in the official communica- 
tion are the more surprising, as the Aus- 


trians, after the first shock of the Rus-_ 


sian advance, appeared to have rallied 
their forces and offered extremely stub- 
born resistance. This.is indicated by the 
fact that they were able to mass suf- 
ficient forces in the vicinity of Kolki, 
north of Lutsk, to cause the Russians to 
retire across the Styr River. 
Purious Counter Attacks Fail. 

Not only here, but at other points on 
the Volhyygan front, furious counter-at- 
tacks characterized the last 40 hours of 
fighting, but failed to check, except mo- 
mentarily, the force of the Russian ad- 
vance. 

The following details of the fighting 
have been received: 

**In the course of the engagement near 
Rojitche’ (on the Styr, near Lutsk), one 
of our Recently formed elements cap- 
tured 18 officers and 118 German sol- 
Giers and 26 officers and 742 Austrian 
soldiers. 

“South of Lutsk, on the Ikwa front, 
the enemy beat a hasty retreat. We are 
pressing closely on his heels. 

“In Galicia, in the region of the vil- 
lages of Gliadki and Verobievka, north 
of Tarnopol, the enemy attacked repeat- 
edly and furiously, but was repulsed on 
the morning of the lith. Im this action 
our artillery distinguished itself by sus- 
tained gusts of fire with which it met 
all the enemy’s attacks. 

‘nm the region of Bobulintze, to the 
north of Buczacz, the Austrians, assist- 
ed by German forces brought to this 
region, desperately opposed us with a 
series of counter attacks, to which our 
troops replied by further attacks, but 
were forced to give ground a little at 
this point. The fighting continues with 
ever-increasing desperation. 

“In the region south of the Dniester 
our troops were yesterday already near 
the Zalesezky bridgehead, fighting for 
the suburbs of Czernowitz, where heavy 
explosions Were observed. The enemy 
blew up a bridge near the village of 
Maly, east of Czernowltz. 

“The total number of prisoners taken 
by Gen. Lechitzky is 20,000, all belonging 
to Hungarian infantry and cavalry.”’ 

German Offensive in North. 

That the Germans are attempting a 
diversion on the Northern front is re- 
vealed by the official communication, 
which says: 

“On the right wing of the Riga fort- 
ress the Germans opened an offensive 
north of the Tirul marsh and were re- 
pulsed, after which our trgops made a 
fresh advance. 

“On the whole front of the Jacobstadt 
positions, on the morning of the elev- 
enth, the Germans opened a sudden vio- 
lent artillery and rifle fire. Enemy col- 
urns then began to advance at some 
places, but everywhere were driven 
back to their trenches by our fire. 

“On the night of the eleventh strong 
German forces, after artillery prepara- 
tion, took the offensive south of Dris- 
viaty, but in the face of our concen- 
trated fire were obliged to retire. 

“In the region south of Krevo, the 
enemy, on the night of the eleventh, 
opened a violent artillery fire and then 
took the offensive with considerable 
forces. South of the village of Kot- 
chany, enemy detachments succeeded in 
penetrating the wood west of Kotchany, 
but under our artillery fire and a hail 
of hand grenades were compelled to 
evacuate the greater part of the wood.

Backed by Few State Bosses, It Could Be Used 
as Powerful Patronage Club Over Presi- 
dent, Kansan Declares. 


ALLEN WHITE. 

The convention is in its frivolous stage. 
No one takes any situation seriously. 
Roger Sullivan's vice presidential candi- 
dacy, at this moment the only really 
serious thing in the convention, is re- 
ceived as a gorgeous joke. Delegates 
do not realize that Sullivan is not in 
need of advertising, that he has no rea- 
son for grand-standing, and that if he 
could get half a dozen state bosses with 
him who dislike Wilson—as, for instance, 
Murphy of New York, Reed of Missouri, 
Taggart of Indiana and Bailey of Texas 
—they might use the nomination of Sul- 
livan as a patronage club that would 
force from the President nearly anything 
they would ask. 

For Sullivan on the Democratic ticket: 
would defeat it; no one knows this bet- 
ter than Sullivan and the big State 
bosses who are liable to be attracted by 
his game. Yet if the President is going 
ahead for the next four years as he has 
gone during the last four, recognizing 
the bosses only under pressure, now is 
the time to know it, and Roger C. Sul- 
livan is the handle of the front door 
that will open into that query. Yet the 
convention regards the Sullivan boom 
as a joke; and its opposing by Jim 
Ham Lewis, who is a kind of political 
Charley Chaplin, has set the corridors 
aroar. 


Time-of-Nomination Joke, 
Another. convention joke is the con- 


flict between the stories of the time 
when the President shall be nominated. 
One story declares that President Wil- 
son, being superstitious, has sent word 
that he desires no nomination on Fri- 


day and that the nomination is to be 


delayed until one minute after 12 Satur- 
day morning. Another story equally 
well authenticated by delegates who de- 
sire to get home for Sunday breakfast 
and who have no desire to sit until 
midnight listening to dreary seconding 
speeches. Another story is that the 
President has sent word that his lucky 
day is Friday, and that he prefers Fri- 
day of all days. 

But no one seems to care’ much. 
The giggly stage has to come and go in 
every convention. And this is the giggly 
gtage. Tomorrow serious things will 
loom out of the fog. Then the tragedy 
of the Sullivan movement may assert 
itself; then the latent force of Mr. 
Bryan, coming merely as one of the 
scribes to the Sanhedrin where for 4 
years he has been high priest, may be- 
come visible. For Bryan is still Bryan 
in the Democratic party and will have 
to be considered in every important de- 
liberation. 

Proper Stage for Jokes. 

But today he and peace and prohibi- 
tion and woman suffrage and Roger 
Sullivan and Jim Ham, the movie 
queen, and the superstitions of the 
President are the sublimated essence 
of the great American joke. And it is 
well that they are. For, after all, our 
“sense of honor saves us whole.”’ Fan- 
cy the national mind all dressed up and 
no where to go for a whole long week, 
but to a serious consideration of the 
difference between ‘‘Jim Ham” and “R. 
C.”" It’s just as well to giggle a lit- 
tle at the beginning.

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BRYAN SAYS SEASON FOR 
DEMOCRATS TO HUNT THE 
PROGRESSIVES IS OPEN 


Declares They Have Felt Colonel’s Snub More 
Keenly Than Stand Patters— Points to Menace 
of Money in Party Management 


By W. J. Bryan. 
The first thought of the delegates as they assemble -is how to make 
success at the polls more certain. They have been quick to see the advanti;¢ 


to be gained from an appeal to the Progressive 


vote. From now until elee- 


tion day the season will be open, sc to speak, for the hunting of Progressives. 


They are bitterly resentful because 
of the treatment which they received at 
the hands of the Republican convention. 
They now see very clearly what they 
saw dimly at the convention; viz., that 
the regular Republican organization 
had no thought of making any conces- 
sions whatever to the Progressive party. 
They demand of the Progressives not 
only a surrender of their candidate, but 
a surrender also of their political prin- 
ciples and fundamental convictions. 


Resentful Toward Roosevelt. 
And to make the Democratic oppor- 


tunity more promising, the Progressives 
are almost as resentful toward Col. 
Roosevelt as they are toward the stand- 
pat leaders. They expected more of the 
Colonel than they did of the reactionary 
Republicans and, therefore, felt the 
snub more keenly when he gave them 
the marble heart. The scales have fall- 
en from their eyes; not the Fairbanks 
scales, for they never had any of that 
kind on their eyes, but they did wor- 
ship Roosevelt; they allowed him to 
write the platform and commit the par- 
ty to a militancy which has no place in 
the thought of the peaceful multitude 
that marched under the Colonel's ban- 
ner. 

The Progressives see now that men 
like Perkins, Cortelyou and Armour 
could have no real sympathy with re- 
form as it is defined in the hearts of 
the Progressive who four years ago 
revolted against the reactionary lead- 
érs. William Allen White has very 
politely but very plainly stated the 
situation, when, in. describing the 
conclusion of the convention, he says: 

“The position in which the radicals 
found themselves was this: Mr. Per- 
kins had paid his good money for the 
party, and in him rested the title of 
the party. It was natural,that Col. 
Roosevelt should recognize that title, 
and when Mr. Perkins spoke in the 
party councils it was only natural 
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that his judgment should prevail. 
From the standpoint of Col. Roose- 
velt’s personal fortunes, his (Per- 
kins’) judgment was good: from the 
standpoint of defeating President 
Wilson, Mr. Perkins’ judgment was 
sound.” 

The Progressives now see the menace 
of money in party management. Mr. 
Perkins put up, or secured, the money, 
while the Progressive masses furnished 
nothing but the votes. When Col, Roose- 
velt was compelled to choose between 
the men who stood for the money and 
the masses who stood only for the 
votes, it was “‘only natural,” as Mr. 
White says, that “his (Perkin’s) judg- 
ment should prevail.’’ Col. Roosevelt 
could not afford to be defeated again 
as the candidate of one faction of the 
Republican party, and he is too parti- 
san a Republican to assume responsi- 
bility for re-electing a Democratic 
President—whom he thought four years 
ago he could defeat. 


Progressives Near Democrats. 
It is different with the Progressive 


voters. Hundreds of thousands, if not 
millions, of them are nearer to the Dem- 
ocratic party than they are or ever 
will be to the Republican party. They 
appreciate the substantial reforms which 
have been secured by President Wil- 
son and the Democratic Senate and 
House. 

They are not afraid to trust the 
President for four years more. They 
feel the same as Bainbridge Colby, the 
man who put Col. Roosevelt in nomi- 
nation before the Progressive conven- 
tion at Chicago, who since the conven- 
tion is quoted as saying: 

“The Progressives’ propose to do a 
little thinking and leave the tantrums 
to others. Among other things, they 
wish to do justice to a President who 
has been called upon to grapple with 
problems almost beyond human faculty 
and who has eridured with unflinching 
steadiness a volume of criticism which 
has had no parallel in our history since 
Lincoin's time. If the President has 
stumbled, like Lineoln, it has been in 
the right direction.’’ 

And the Progressives have a genuine 
liking for the Progressive element in 
the Democratic party—an element which 
is overwhelmingly in the majority when- 
ever an issue brings ovt ai division. 
The President's attitude on reforms, the 
party's steadfast devotion to reforms, 
and the yearning of the real Progress- 
ives for a party that can be trusted to 
stand for reforms-—these tiinee factors 
combine to point the way to a Demo- 
cratic victory. It is evident that many 


of the Democratic delegates appreciate 
the opportunity to gee in it the road 
to success.

Josephine Davis Testifies Dead 
Chum Was Depressed Over 
Defection of Orpet. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WAUKEGAN, Ill, June 13.—Josephine 
Davis testified today that Marion Lam- 
bert, for the alleged murder of whom 
Will H. Orpet is on trial here, threat- 
ened to kill herself if it proved true that 
Orpet had transferred his affections to 
another. 

The schoolgirl witness, called by the 
State, continued to testify for the de- 
fense. She completely repudiated pre- 
vious stories of the cheerfulness of 
Marion, her chum, and told of fits of de- 
pression over fear that she was in a 
delicate condition and later when this 
fear became less acute, after Jan, 2, 
over the reported defection of Orpet. 

“When Marion learned of Orpet’s en- 
gagement to Celeste Youker,’’ said Miss 
Davis, ‘‘we framed up a letter to Orpet, 
but.no reply was received. It was on 
Feb. 6, when Marion had her eighteenth 
birthday party, that she threatened to 
kill herself. She was cheerful, over- 
cheerful, during the party, but when she 
was alone with me she cried. 

“It is seeing all those giris in their 
so happy that makes me think of what 
is on my mind,’ she told me. ‘Honest, 
if Billie has thrown me over, I'll kill 
myself.’ 

“I laughed at her, just to try to get 
her out of that mood, and then she 
laughed, too. I said: ‘You won't let me 
tell everything to your mother now; 
shall I tell her what I know after 
death?’ She laughed and said: ‘Well, I 
guess not. There will be gossip, anyway, 
and we might as well give them some- 
thing to gossip about.’ ’’ 

Miss Davis’ testimony attracted a 
crowd to the courtroom today. Miss 
Davis appeared to have passed a 
sleepless night. 

Each juror wore a pink carnation 
in his buttonhole today. 

The direct examination of the wit- 
ness was resumed by David R. Jos- 
lyn, Assistant Prosecutor. 

“Are there any further changes 
you wish to make in your testi- 
mony?’ inquired Joslyn, The young 
woman made no reply for some min- 
utes. She twisted a tiny handkerchief 
between her nervous fingers. 

Attorney James H. Wilkerson for the 
defense interposed an objection, which 


was sustained by the Court. 
Miss Davis resumed her story in nar- 


rative form. 

“The night after Mr. Joslyn and Mr.

ANGERS M'COMBS 


“Let Them Have Their Pound of 
Flesh’’ (Meaning Tickets), 
Chairman Says. 


Members of the Democratic National 
Committee and delegates to the con- 


vention were amazed last night when 


they learned that A. C. Einstein, presi- 
dent of the Coliseum company, 
locked out convention officials and 
threatened not to permit the use of the 
building for the convention unless the 
Coliseum directors receiveqg tickets for 
the use of four or five boxes during the 
convention. 

The matter was referred to National 
Chairman McCombs, who quickly set- 
tled the dispute by saying: 

“Oh, well, let them have their pound 
of flesh and let the convention proceed.”’ 

Einstein, who is vice president of the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co., 
sent his ultimatum to National Commit- 
teeman Goltra of Migsouri at 4:30 p. m. 
For three hours following, pending the 
settlement of the dispute, convention of- 
ficials, including Charley White, the of- 
ficial doorkeeper, were not permitted to 
enter the Coliseum. 


Einstein contended that the contract 
for the Coliseum had been violated by 
the failure of the National Committee to 
deliver to him the tickets for the direc- 
tors of the Coliseum Co., which were 


specified in the contract. 


Goltra said that the Coliseum directors 
had asked for 28 balcony tickets and five 
or six boxes. He said that he had ob- 
tained the balcony seats for them, but 
that he had nothing to do with the dis- 
tribution of box seats. 

Einstein, when seen today by «a 
Post-Dispatch reporter about the use 
of the tickets in question, said he 
acted upon his own initiative, and 
without consulting the directors of 
the Coliseum company. 

He produced a printed form of the 
contract, signed by Edward F. Goltra, 
which reserved for Coliseum directors 
or their appointees boxes 26 to 32, 
and 28 séats in the balcony arena. 
He said these seats are excluded 
from the contract for every event 
that takes place in the Coliseum, in 
order that the directors may-have ac- 
cess to the building at all times.

Einstein said that when he was in- 
formed by Manager Robinson yester- 
day that Chairman McCombs had re- 
fused to give him the box seats upon 
request, and that McCombs had said 
that “if the contract calls for box 
seats the contract will,be broken,” he 
decided it was time to act for the di- 
rectors, as he said if the contract was 
to be avoided in any particular there 
Was no telling where it would end. 
He said further that he felt the direc- 
tors were entitled to their seats, as 
they were on the paper of the Coli- 
seum for $40,000, and had assisted the 


company in other ways. . 
Einstein declareg he tried unsuc- 
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cessfully to get in touch with Chair- 
man McCombs over telephone and 
then wrote the letter, giving him 
three hours to comply with the con- 
tract terms. 

Einstein has bestowed medals on 
each of the 14 directors of the Coli- 
seum company as remembrances of 
the convention. The medal is of gold, 
oblong in shape and suspended on a 
pin with the American colors. On its 
face is an engraving of the Coliseum, 
and it is ornamented with a small 
diamond, ruby and sapphire. Einstein 
said the gift is a personal one to the 
directors out of his own personal 
funds.

Three woman suffrage organiza- 
tions rallied their forces here today, 


in the effort to carry out this week, 
in connection with the Democratic 
National Convention, the most telling 
demonstration ever made in behalf 
of the votes-for-women movement, 
which has already succeeded in 12 of 
the 48 states of the Union. 

The National Suffrage Association, 
of which Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt 
is president, is centering its efforts 
on getting the convention to place 
this plank in its platform: 

Believing that governments de- 
rive their just powers from the 
consent of the governed, we ac- 
knowledge the right of women to 
participate in government, and 
favor their enfranchisement. 

This is a much stronger declaration 
than that of the Chicago Republican 
platform, which says, in effect, that 
woman suffrage is a good idea, but 
that it is a matter for the several 
states to deal with as they see fit. 

Opposition to Piank. 

Mrs. Catt, why is here, and her im- 
mediate followers of the National 
Suffrage Association, would be satis- 
fied if the Democrats would adopt 
the plank offered to them. But no, 
say their more radical sisters of the 
other two suffrage bodies, the Con- 
gressional Union and the Woman's 
party. 'Tis not enough. The Demo- 
crats are not only a party holding a 
convention in St. Louis.

This amendment. now in the 
House Judiciary Committee, provides 
that the right of suffrage shall not be 
denied to any person on account of sex. 
After passage in Congress, its ratifica- 
tion by three-fourths of the states is 
required in order to make it a part of 
the Constitution. 

“A platform promise won't go with 
us,” said Mrs. Abby Scott Baker of 
Washington, one of the organizers of the 
Congressional Union, to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter today. “The Democrats 
are in power and Congress is in ses- 
sion, and if they do not vote to sub- 
mit this amendment to the states for 
ratification, our entire organization will 
be found fighting them this fall."’ 

“If a man owes you money, and his 
pockets are full of it,” said Mrs. Ba- 
ker, “you won't accept his promise to 
pay you four years from now. You will 
get the Sheriff to collect. The Demo- 
crats owe us the vote, and we are £0o- 
ing to collect, if we have to get the 
Sheriff to do it.”

A. Zach Patterson Is but 28 and 
* Law Requires Incumbent 
to Be 30. 


WAS *MAJOR’S SECRETARY 


May Be Removed From Office 
by Governor or by Quo War- 
rento Proceedings. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, June 13.—A Post- 


Dispatch reporter, examining records on 
file here, learned today that A. Zach 
Patterson, formerly Gov. Major’s pri- 


vate secretary, is not qualified because 
of his age to hold his office as chief 
counsel for the State Public, Service 
Commission. 

Patterson is 28 years old. The Public 
Utilities Commission act provides that 
the chief counsel shall possess the same 
qualifications as required for a Justice 
of the Missouri Supreme Court. The 
State Constitution provides that a Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court must be not 
less than 3 years old. 

Patterson's place pays $4500 a year, 
which is $1500 more than the salary of 
the Attorney-General. 


May Be Removed. 

When the facts concerning Patter- 
son's qualifications for the office he 
holds were presented to the Attorney- 
General’s office by a reporter, Assistant 
Attorney-General Sears said that Pat- 
terson could be ousted only by Gov. 
Major, or by quv warranto proceed- 
ings filed by the Attorney-General. In 
the absence of Attorney-General Bar- 
ker, who is in St. Louis, Sears stated 
he was not authorized to state what 
action would be taken by the Attorney- 
General. 

Gov. Major and Patterson also are in 


St. Louis. 
Patterson's appointment as chief coun- 


sel of the Public Service Commission, 
made by Gov. Major a few weeks ago 
when John M. Atkinson resigned as the 
commission’s chief counsel to make the 
race for the Democratic gubernational 
nomination, caused considerable unfa- 
vorable comment among Democratic pol- 
iticians. They considered that Patter- 
son's appointment was for political rea- 
sons and that he came into the office 
with virtually no experience in the 
practice of law. 

It was said to have been the first in- 
stance in the State where a man had 
been elevated from a clerxship to the 
place which requires the services of an 
able and experienced lawyer. 

Patterson came to Jefferson City <-s 
stenographer for Judge W. W. Graves 
of the Supreme Court. While employed 
in that capacity he studied law and was 
admitted to the bar. He then went to 
Caruthersville, Mo., to engage in pri- 
vate practice. but returned at the end 
of four months and once more became 
a State employe. 

Appointed by Major. 

A few weeks before Gov. Major left 
the Attorney-General’s office Patterson 
was made an Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral. When Major became Governor 
Patterson became his private secretary. 

During the latter part of 1915 the 
Governor appointed Patterson as as- 
sistant counsel to the Public Service 
Commission at a salary of $3600 a year. 

Until that time there had been no 
such officer as assistant counsel, and 
considerable surprise was expressed 
that the Governor had created another 
expensive appointment at the same time 
that he was wielding an ax on the ap- 
propriations for educational and elee- 
mosynary institutions in an effort to 
stave off an impending deficit in the 
State treasury. There was more sur- 
prise when Patterson succeeded Atkin- 
son as chief counsel. 

Patterson's exact aze was obtained 
from a sworn statement made by him in 
his application for admission to the bar. 
In his affidavit, made before the clerk 
of the Supreme Court, May 4, 1911, Pat- 
terson stated that he was born at But- 
ler, Mo., Oct. 28, 1887. 


Patterson Says He Was 30 on Oct. 
28 Last. 

Zach Patterson, when seen today at 
Gov. Major’s headquarters at the Plan- 
ters Hot@il, told a reporter that he was 
30 years old Oct. 2 last and that he 
was appointed chief counsel of the 
Public Service Commission on May 1 
last. 

When told that a reporter had seen 
the affidavit of his age, filed with the 
Supreme Court Clerk in 1911. and that 
it stated that he was born in 1887, Pat- 
terson insisted that he was 30 years 
old. 

“TIT will have to see that affidavit be- 
fore I will say anything about it,’’ Pat- 
terson added, “but any affidavit I made 
will be correct. Where is that affi- 
davit, anyway? Oh, yes, I guess, on file 
in the Supreme Court. I don't know 


‘anything ‘about that affidavit, but if it 


has me as anything else than 3 : ears 
old or makes me appear younger, it's 
not right.’’

NEW YORK, June 13.—Justice Hughes 
was the favorite yesterday at Belmont 
Park over President Wilson. Bob Rose 
wagered $6000 to $3000 with Cad Dog- 
gett against Wilson and later the latter 
was offered a wager of $10,000 to $7000 
that Mr. Hughes will be the next Presi- 
dent of the United States, but this was 
declined. 

Although there was little betting in 
Wall street yesterday on the campaign, 
odds of 8 to 5 against Wilson were quot- 
ed, with the proviso that Roosevelt does 
not run on a third ticket. 

Chester Thompson, a betting commis- 
sioner, paid out $161,000 to those who had 
wagered that Hughes’ would be nomi- 
nated.

A feature of the service was the part 
taken by the bana of the Royal Enai- 
neers and the drummers of the Irish 
Guard, of which corps Lord Kitchener 
was honorary Colonel. The ‘Dead 
March” was played by the band and the 
drummers and after the benediction the 
guardsmen sounded the ‘‘Last Post.” 

In addition to the services in St. Paul's 
the memory of the dead soldier was hon- 
ored by a ceremony in Westminster 
Abbey while a third was held in Canter- 
bury Cathedral.

“Don’t take me unless the country is heroic,” 
said the Colonel. The country was not “heroic” 
in the Colonel’s sense and it did not take him.

Cooking Suggestions. 
ARBOIL a small hubbard squash, 

remove the stem.end like a cover 
and take out the seeds. Then scoop ‘out 
part of the pulp and mix with a rich 
stuffing of chopped ham and veal and 
bread crumbs seasoned with salt and 
pepper and moistened with milk. Heat 
stuffing, then fill squash shell. Sprinkle 
with buttered crumbs and bake. 

In mixing waffies, muffins or any 
variety of quick breakfast bread which 
calls for melted butter, olive oil will 
serve even to better purpose for the 
reason that oil is a little richer than 
butter. A slightly smaller quantity can 
be used.

War Medal Prices. 


NE somehow thinks of war medals 

as priceless, treasured always, 
either by the gallant recipient or by 
Lis descendants, as the most precious 
of heirlooms.

Lewis Tappan was the business part- 
ner of his elder brother in most of his 
ventures, and shared his philanthropic 
and humanitarian enthusiasms, at vari- 
ous times suffering personal violence 
because of his abolition views. 
The Tappan brothers were also among

Commerce—which is still published—in 
1828. 

The mercantile agency system which 
the brothers established in America has 
frem the first held a distinctive place 
as compared with similar organizations 
in “Europe. 

The Tappans were the first to con- 
ceive the practicability of gathecirs 
data for the establishment of commer- 
cial credits, and their idea has been 
developed into one of the cornerstones 
which has credit for its foundation.

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OIL GAMBLING 


Witness at Federal Inquiry Says 
Company Made Money by 
Holding Crude Product. 


600 PER CENT PROFIT 


Couldn’t Get 30 Cents a Barrel, 
Held It for as Much 
as $2. 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—The Fed- 
eral Trade Commission tried in vain to- 
day to learn from Western independent 
oil refiners the exact cost of manufac- 
turing gasoline. Representatives of sev- 
eral of the largest refining companies 
outside of the Standard Oil group, testi- 
fying as a unit in the last day of the 
commission's investigation into the rapid 
rise in the price of motor fuel, insisted 
that they could not tell what it cost 
them to manufacture gasoline, and that 
the price at which they had to sell was 
fixed by the Standard Oil Co, 

Gasoline, the most profitable of any of 
the derivatives, of crude oil, they said, 
was sold at a figure planned to cover 
shortages in kerosene in derivatives 
‘which the refiners said they believed 

were being sold at a loss. 

The witnesses agreed that the account- 
ing system in use in the refineries 
showed only the total cost of a barrel 
of erude oil and the total cost of sepa- 
rating it into its constituent parts. 

Fears of a shortage in crude oil which 
spread among the refiners like a panic 
a year ago, was described by A. L. 
Beatty, general counsel for the Texas 
Co., as one of the prime reasons for the 
sudden rise in prices. 

A table showing large profits made by 
refiners during 1915 compiled from find- 
ings in the commission's investigation, 
was submitted to the witnesses. It drew 
vigorous objection from the _ refiners, 
who charged that the commission had 
singled out some of the most conspic- 
uous successes, and had so arranged its 
figures as to make them misleading. 

E. B. Carson, representing the Con- 
sumers’ Refining Co., testified yesterday 
that the profit made by his concern 
had not been through the sale of gaso- 
line, but through a rise in the price of 
crude oil. 

“The Consumers’ company put 2,000,- 


" 000 barrels in storage when we couldn’t 
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get 30 cents a barre) for it,’’ he said, 
‘and sold some of it for as much as 
$2 a barrel. The big profits in the year

America realizes the fact that nations, like individuals, do not always show & proper sense of responsi- 
bility, and is now engaged in putting through a large constructive program of Military Pre redness. We 
regret to have to admit that civilization has made so little progress, but believe in looking facts équarely in 
the face. Realizing, therefore, that adequate military preparedness is absolutely necessary, we cheerfully 


subscribe to it. 
Military Preparedness alone creates militarism and a desire for conquest, and we are against this spirit 
in any shape, form or manner. 


Social Preparedness alone may create a Brotherhood of Man, which unfortunately is not always re- 
spected by a stronger power, which quickly takes advantage of the lack of military preparedness to crush 


that Brotherhood of Man. 
Social Preparedness, which includes adequate Military Preparedness, paves the way for an almést ideal 


Brotherhood of Man, wherein no citizen desires conquest or offense, but is ready to use the military weapons 


for purposes of defense. Such-a combination is sufficient to withstand attacks from even stronger forceé. 


Just as a parent brings out the love and respect of a child by the care it bestows on it, so does a Govern- 
ment develop a true feeling of patriotism and reverence for its flag by looking after the welfare of its people. 


“Were half the power that fills the world with terror, 
Were half the wealth, bestowed on camps and courts, 

Given to redeem the human mind from error, , 
There were no need of arsenals or forts.” 


We ought to realize that nearly all of our social ills are due to the lack of proper Social Preparedness, 
and that we cannot remedy them until we have taken steps to lessen the strife between capital and labor. The 
best way to better the conditions of the masses is not by trying to teach or uplift the needy and ignorant, but 
by creating an environment that will make it possible for them to uplift themselves. To do this we must 
eradicate the root of the evil—poverty. : 


POVERTY. 


We make this statement without any fear of contradiction, and are ready to prove it in public debate— 


That almost 80 per cent of crime is due to poverty. 
That almost 80 per cent of alcoholic excesses is due to poverty. 
« That almost 80 per cent of all disease is due to alcoholic excesses and poverty. 
That the bitter strife between capital and labor, class hatred, greed, selfishness and all other 
kindred evils are directly due to poverty or man’s fear of it. +. 


Under present conditions the needy, the diseased who are without means of support or opportunity to 
obtain employment, are forced to apply to either public or private charity societies. 


These societies are spending hundreds and hundreds of millions of dollars yearly in trying to care for 
the homeless, the needy, the diseased, etc., involving legitimate running expenses of over 75 per cent. The 
expenses are high owing to duplication of work carried on along sectarian lines. 


GOVERNMENT’S DUTY TO ITS CITIZENS 


We maintain that a Government owes every citizen an opportunity to perform decent work and receive 
decent compensation, and that the citizen should not be dependent upon the philanthropic humor of cap- 
italists, self-appointed dispensers of kindness, who give the victims only a small percentage of that which 
they should have received as their right in the first place.

The Government should look after all the needy, put the unemployed army to work, eare for the ’ 


diseased. In that event there will be no other channels for a person to obtain relief, so the necessity for in-' 
vestigation will be automatically done away with, and since everyone will receive work when willing, we 
shall easily ascertain the undeserving, lazy army, who are the real criminals. They will either have to 
starve or work, since there will be no bread lines or charity societies to encourage their pauperism. . 


Laws should be passed so as to compel them to work for the benefit of their families and the State, if 
need be under lock and key, and at the same time a proper sense of responsibility can be developed in them. 
By spending a much smaller sum of money for the cure of poverty than is being spent now in dealing with 
the evils resulting from it we will not only do that which a civilized country should, but will eventually effeet 
a great saving; for the prisons then will have very few inmates, the saloons few frequenters and disease 


be greatly lessened. 


Our slogan, therefore is: One dollar for Social Preparedness for every dollar for Military Prepared. 
ness, and we respectfully ask that the following planks be inserted in all the platforms: 


‘ NEW CABINET PORTFOLIO

_ And. simultaneously there shall be established in each State a similar department, and in each Munici- 
pality a similar department, and the State and City departments shall co-operate in conjunction with the Na- 
tional department and assume all the work that is now being performed by charity societies, whether pri- 
vate or public and these departments shall receive appropriations so that they can immediately relieve the 
needy, provide work for all the unemployed and take care of all the diseased. We ask this not only as a mat- 
ter of right for the diseased and needy, but as a matter of selfish protection to ourselves. 


By providing the unemployed army with work it will automatically enable the rest of the employed 
army to receive higher compensations. Labor is always hampered and does not get as big a return as it should 
on account of the unemployed army. : 


Undoubtedly the first thought that occurs to cne is whether there will be sufficient funds to meet such 
large expenditures for both Military and Social Preparedness, The same line of reasoning took place in some 
of the European countries now engaged in the war. They did not think they had the means to spend a few — 
hundred million dollars to stop the sufferings of the needy and wipe out the slums, but now as much as twen'y 
million dollars a day is spent by some powers for the protection of their citizens, even though it results in the 
creation of widows and orphans. ; 


This country, if it should have to go to war to defend itself, will likewise raise five, ten or thirty million 
dollars a day so as to protect all its citizens. That money will be forthcoming quickly, because the mind will 
be incited by fear. Why not spend money for the good of all in time of peace, which in itself might give the 
Secretary of War less to do and result in less expenditure later on? 


JUST TAXATION. 


We suggest the appointment of a Commission so that some form of a graduated income tax, both for ——

| corporations and individuals, be adopted which will make it impossible for a man to be graded in private life 


as wealthy and derive the advantages that come with it, yet be known in the Tax Payer’s office as a pauper. 


The same Commission should also adopt some form of limitation as to the amount of money one shouid 
be allowed to accumulate, and also see to it that after providing for the comfort of one’s family the greater 
part of one’s estate upon death should revert to the Government for the benefit of the rest. 


We are not in favor of limiting man’s ambitior or confiscating his property. 


Some of the European Governments are taxirg profitable business to an unheard-of extent, and yet, 
because of the war, no one has called it revolutionary or attacked them for taking this means of best protect- 


ing their citizens. 


Our proposition is to do the same in time of peace. 


We maintain that man is not born to look out only for himself and his family. That is his first duty, 
and then he must realize that civilization demands the protection of the interest of 90% of the population, 
the working men, the bulwark of our country, without ignoring the intcrests of the rich—instead of as now, — 


90% are being taxed for the benefit of a small minority. 


Laws should be passed for compulsory arbitration of all differences between capital and labor under 
the supervision of the Department of Welfare. | 


Laws should be passed so that every employee shall be pensioned upon reaching a certain age. Every 
employee shall likewise be protected against sickness or other disability. Every widow shall become the 


daughter of the nation and the orphan the child of the nation. 


Our laws should also be changed so that widows of soldiers shall receive a decent pension, and not as 
now, a paltry allowance which enables no woman to make ends meet. A citizen should give his life to his 
country in case of need for the protection of the rest, and the country must, likewise, at the expense of the — 
rest, look after the family of that man who has realized his sense of responsibility. 


NATIONAL CONSUMPTIVE SANATORIUMS. 


The first step of the Department of Welfare should be the building of National Consumptive Sana- 
toriums, sufficient to accommodate all who need to be treated, and the Government shall transport them to 
such sanatoriums free of charge and take care of their families until the bread-winner is well once more, 
and that an appropriation sufficiently large for this should immediately be made. I am told by one of the 
highest authoritiés on tuberculosis that within one generation the disease could be put under effective control. 


Such Military and Social Preparedness will reawaken memories of our beautiful traditions, rekindle 
the spirit of 1776 and make the American flag the real emblem of civilization, create an understanding of 
true patriotism, and solve the question of Hyphenated Americanism. 

It does not matter to us whether this legislation will be passed by the Republicans, Democrats, Pro- 
gressives or Socialists, nor what individuals receive eredit for it.

Price Is Lifted to 61%, a Gain 
of 4% Points Since 
June 3. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, June 13.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review, 
today says: 

“In some respects the really note- 
worthy movement of today’s financial 
markets was the further rise of % point 
in British consols at London. Today's 
price of 61% marked an advance of 4% 
points since Saturday, June 3, when the 
first news of the North Sea naval fight 
reached London. 

“This is a very remarkable advance, 
certainly not less so when the British 
Government’s restrictions still prevent 
epeculation on a margin for the rise, 
and when, therefore, such @ recovery 
as this could be caused by nothing but 
real investment buying. 

“In part, this upward movement in 
the London market is explainable by the 
abolition of ‘minimum prices.’ Similar 
action by our Stock Exchange, fn April 
of last year, was followed quite as 
promptly by a wholesome recovery in 

rices. In both markets the event proved 

ow much of illusion and rverted 
financial ideas had been based on that 
arbitrary proviso 
The Wall Street Rise. 

“But the recovery which followed on 
the New York Stock Exchange a year 
ago, though made mechanically, pos- 
gsibly by the sweeping away of such 
gee Mi A restrictions, had a more im- 
portant basis, and so, undoubtedly, has 
the rise of the past 10 days in British 

ernment bonds. 

“Tt is impossible to separate that ad- 
vance—whose extent would have been 
deemed sensational, even in days of 
peace—from the Russian victories on 
the Austrian front.
